Federal personnel within the United States decreased 8,908 from 
the January total of 2,171,781 to the February total of 2,162,873. 

Exclusive of the Department of Defense there was an increase of 
686 from the January figure of 1,113,715 to the February figure of 
1,114,401. 

Total civilian employment within the United States for the Depart- 
ment of Defense for February was 1,048,472, a decrease of 9,594 from 
the January figure of 1,058,066. 

The Office of the Secretary of Defense increased 21 from the January 
figure of 1,762 to the February figure of 1,783. 

The Department of the Army vo personnel within the United 
States decreased 6,266 from the January figure of 405,695 to the 
February figure of 399,429. 

The Department of the =e Force civilian personne] within the 
United States decreased 1,353 from the January figure of 252,520 to 
the February figure of 251, 16 

The Department of the Navy civilian personnel within the United 
States decreased 1,996 from the January figure of 398,089 to the 
February figure of 396,093.

OUTSIDE CONTINENTAL UNITED STATES

Outside ae United States, Federal personnel increased 
2.783 from the January total of 175,111 to the February total of 
177,894. 

An increase of 514 was reported by the gy i and agencies 
other than the Department of Defense from the January figure of 
58,125 to the February figure of 58,639. 

Total civilian employment outside continental United States for the 
Department of Defense increased 2,269 from the January figure of 
116,986 to the February figure of 119,255 

The Office of the Secretary of Defense re ported 57 in overseas civilian 
employment, an increase of 1. 

The Department of the Army eran an increase of 1,048 in over- 
seas civilian employment from the January figure of 50,033 to the 
February figure of 51,081. 

The Department of the Air Force reported an increase of 1,152 in 
overseas civilian employment from the January figure of 36,393 to the 
February figure of 37,545. 

The Department of the Navy reported an increase of 68 in overseas 
civilian employment from the January figure of 30,504 to the February 
figure of 30,572. 
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INDUSTRIAL EMPLOYMENT

Total industrial employment during the month of February 1954 
decreased 7,075 from the January total of 699,668 to the February total 
of 692,593. | 

Industrial employment in the departments and agencies other than 
the Department of Defense increased 9 from the January figure of 
25,201 to the February figure of 25,210. 

The Department of Defense decreased its total industrial employ- 
ment 7,084 from the January figure of 674,467 to the February figure 
of 667,383. 

The Department of the Army reported a decrease of 4,077 from the 
January figure of 227,561 to the February figure of 223,484. Inside 
continental United States Army industrial employment decreased 
5,230 and outside continental United States Army industrial emplov- 
ment increased 1,153. 

The Department of the Air Force reported a decrease of 947 from 
the January figure of 165,277 to the February figure of 164,330. 
Inside continental United States Air Force industrial employment 
decreased 2,001 and outside continental United States Air Force 
industrial employment increased 1,054. 

The Department of the Navy reported a decrease of 2,060 from the 
January figure of 281,629 to the February figure of 279,569. Inside 
continental United States Navy industrial employment decreased 
2,111 and outside continental United United States Navy industrial 
employment increased 51.

In this 
and future personnel reports by the Joint Committee on Reduction of 
Nonessential Federal Expenditures they will be regarded as Federal 
employees to be counted along with but separate from regular 
employees.
